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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 and 11 are pending in the present application. 
Claims 12-14 are added. Support for claim 12 is found in claim 1 
and in the specification. Specifically support for "resistance 
to chelating agents and oxidizing agents" is on page 2, lines 24- 
26; support for "heat resistance which is improved by combining 
the mutations" is found on page 2, line 27 to page 3, line 1; 
support for "having a homology of about 95% to the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:l" is found on page 5, lines 26-27. 
Support for claims 13 and 14 is foundTrl — claim IT, and in TTte 
specification on page 16, line 6 to page 17, line 25. No new 
matter is inserted into the application. 

A personal interview was held with the Examiner at the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office on January 29, 2003. 
The Examiner's assistance in advancing prosecution of the present 
application is much appreciated.
